HE Graphic Arts is one of the most com- 
plex industries in our economy. The industry 
is made up of thousands of small business men. 
These business men, while most of them put ink 
on paper, in doing so use different processes, 
skills, equipment and materials to turn out their 
pre ducts. 

Many of these firms are banded together as 
members of local and national trade associations 
organized to provide for mutual welfare. Every 
employer in the Graphic Arts should join and 
give full support to the local trade association 
in his area. Most problems which arise every 
day in a plant can be settled with the help of 
the local trade association executives. 

Many of these same employers belong to one 
or more national Graphic Arts trade associations. 
In fact, some of them are members of almost all 
of them. The question is often asked, “How 
come there are so many national Graphic Arts 
trade associations?” 

Trade associations in the Graphic Arts In- 
dustry are not set up by trade association ex- 
ecutives. These associations, in the main, were 
set up by employers who were not in accord 
with existing trade associations, or by groups 
of employers who desired a service not rendered 
by some already existing trade association. An- 
other pertinent query is made every time groups 
of employers gather—‘Why not weld the na- 
tional Graphic Arts trade associations into one 
strong working force?” 

Recently the national trade associations in the 
Graphic Arts tackled one problem common to 
all printers and lithographers to present a strong 
united Graphic Arts picture. 

Proposed expansion of lithographic press facil- 
ities in the Air Force chart repreduction plant 


in St. Louis was opposed, unless “absolutely 
necessary” in an informal hearing before the 
Joint Committee on Printing. 

The delegation representing the Lithographers 
National Association and the Printing Industry 
of America, headed by John M. Wolff, Western 
Printing and Lithographing Company, advised 
the Committee that there were ample com- 
mercial facilities available and that, except for 
very special reasons, the Joint Committee should 
not depart from its general policy against expan- 
sion of facilities. The National Association of 
Photo-Lithographers was not represented as such 
at these hearings. However, we were delight- 
ed to receive a call from the Executive Director 
of LNA and another from the Manager of PIA 
the day after the hearings, asking if we wanted 
to join in submitting a memorandum to the 
Joint Committee. Of course the NAPL with 
its 381 members was pleased to be asked to co- 
operate in this endeavor and as a result the 
memorandum forwarded to the Joint Com- 
mittee represented the view of the three national 
trade associations in the Graphic Arts. 

Such cooperation at the national level should 
be a “must” if trade associations are to serve 
their members, the government and the public, 
to best advantage. What is needed in the Graph- 
ic Arts is more of this kind of cooperation on a 
broad national basis. Those employers who pay 
the freight, the small business man in the graph- 
ic arts, can well applaud this evidence of co- 
operation. ®*®

In tairness to the manutacturers, it 
must be recognized, he said, that the 
industry is limited as to size and 
market, and assembly line production 
is practically impossible, because, for 
example, only a few hundred presses 
a time. “My 


quarrel with the manutacturers on 
he said, “is that they 


can be produced at 


this point,”

Another factor contributing to the 
failure of the equipment industry to 
produce what is needed, he said, is

The claim that photo-typesetting 
will replace hot metal composition 
‘is a pretty strong statement,” de- 
clared Bernard Snyder, president of 
American Typesetting Corp., Chi- 
cago, in reviewing recent develop- 
ments in type composition. More 
probably, he opined, the new process 
will be developed to the point where 
it will be successtul in certain spec- 
ialty fields, such as composition for 
offset lithography and gravure. 

“Once the bugs are removed, the 
photo-typesetting process may, or may 
not, be widely adopted by the entire 
industry for all kinds of machine

He emphasized the opportunity which 
exists in a crattsmen’s work to exer 
cise skill, ability and technical know 
how all the time, and contrasted this

Discuss Air Force St. Louis Plan 

Action regarding the expansion of 
the lithographic facilities of the Air 
Forces chart reproduction plant in 
St. Louis is being taken by the Litho- 
graphers National Assn., the Print- 
ing Industry of America, and the Na- 
tional Assn, of Photo-Lithographers. 
The argument that expanded require- 
ments for lithography could be han- 
dled amply by the commercial litho- 
graphing industry was presented to 
the Congressional Joint Committee 
on Printing at an informal hearing 
in Washington recently. 

John M. Wolff, of Western Print- 
ing & Lithographing Co., St. Louis 
Div.. headed a delegation represent- 
ng the PIA and the LNA. The 
NAPL lent its support to the action 
following the hearing. A lengthy 
memorandum was presented, in which 
the facilities of the commercial litho- 
graphic industry were offered to co- 
operate in the production of charts 
for the Air Force, and it was pointed 
out that the great expansion of the 
‘ndustry in the postwar years placed 
it in an even stronger position to meet 
military requirements. In World War 
I]. it was pointed out 125 commercial 
lithographers produced about 400 mil- 
lion maps for the Army Map Service, 
which represented about 75 percent 
of the total 

The memorandum clearly stated 
that the associations were not oOppos- 
ing the expansion ot facilities for the 
preparation of map copy, but ques- 
tioned only the expansion of press 
equipment, and the resulting duplica- 
tion of press facilities already existing.

It is very important trom the stand 
point ot both the financial well being 
of the lithographer and efficient man 


considerable 


that. where 


agement 
amounts of stock, material and sup- 
plies are physically in the plant, suit 
able storage space for such material 
be provided to prevent loss trom dam- 
age by dirt, wear and tear, fire, 
water, pilferage and other causes. It 
possible, all material not being used 
tor yobs in process should be placed 
in a separate storeroom under the fixed 
direct responsibility of an employee 
If proper control is to be main 
tained over inventories, it is highly 


important that physical inventories 


be taken periodically. A 


physical inventory is taken of all items 


complete 


at the close of the fiscal year. Supple 
menting this annual inventory, it is 
the practice of some lithographic firms 
to take physical inventories at Variotls 
times throughout the year, checking 
different parts of the inventory con 
tinuously. Each item should be check 
ed three or four times a vear. Ot 
course if 1s preterable to check ma 


terial when the inventory is low.

evlinder bearers add another flat on 
the adjusting screw on each side and 
turn the press another revolution. 
Repeat this until the spot of ink 
transters tully to the plate cylinder 
bearers. ‘Then tighten the lock nut 
being caretul not to upset the ad 
justment. A little extra care in mak 
ing these adjustments is of paramount 
importance. It is good practice to 
mark the screws and nuts with ink 
atrer the adjustments are made to 
indicate the fixed position. In this 
way you can readily observe if the 
nuts should loosen or move, 

On presses where the blanket cv! 
inder is fixed and the plate cylinder is 
adjustable, the procedure is the same 
except that the plate cvlinder adjust 
ing screws are moved instead of those 
on the blanket evlinder. 

‘There are some presses on which 
both the plate and blanket cylinder 
are adjustable. In this instance it 
would be better, tor the purpose of 
setting bearers, to move only one evl 
inder, and that should be the blanket 
evlinder. Moving the plate cylinder 
may affect its relation to the inking 
drums or riders, especially if done 
without the assistance of the press 
erector. It is important that the ink 
ing mechanism and plate cylinder 
be absolutely parallel to each other 
at all times; therefore, it the plate 
evlinder has eccentric bearings or 
journal boxes it should be lined up 
first with the ink drums and riders. 

The inking drums on all presses 
have stationary or fixed bearings and 
can theretore be used for checking. 
On presses where the riders or dis 
tribution rollers have fixed bearings 
and the plate cylinder bearings move, 
the plate evlinder should be first lined 
up with the riders betore setting 
blanket and plate bearers. If the 


riders have eccentric bearings they 
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firse must be lined parallel with the 
drum. Lining up the riders with the 
drum means that they must be the 
same distance apart on both sides ot 
the press. ‘To line up the plate with 
the riders means that the space be- 
tween them must be the same on both 
sides. On presses where the plate 
and impression cylinders are fixed, 
and only the blanket cylinder is ad- 
justable, the bearer clearance should 
be checked trequently, as changing 
pressure from thin paper to heavy 
may change the bearer setting be 


tween plate and blanket cylinder. 


The importance of lining up roll 
ers and plate evlinder properly should 
not be overlooked, tor it they are out 
ot line the rollers cannot be set to 
the plate evenly over their entire 
length. The centers of the rollers in 
this case will always touch before the 
ends make contact. In other words 
the effect will be the same as if the 
rollers were tapered, cigar shaped, or 
thicker in the center than on the ends. 
\s tor dampening rollers it would 
be impossible to get an even supply 
ot water over the surtace of the plate. 
Light setting of the dampeners would 
supply too much water to the center 
ot the press and too little to the ends, 
and it the dampeners are set tight 
the center may run dry due to the 
excess squeeze, 

After the press has been set to ride 
bearers the next thing to determine 
s the undercut of the evlinders, This 
should be done by laying a straight 
edge across the cylinder bearer, and, 
with the thickness gauge placed be 
tween the ecvlinder surface and the 
straight edge, determine the clear- 
ance. This clearance, plus two 
thousandths on rhe plate cvlinder, de 
termines the thickness ot the plate 
and packing that should be used. 
Some preter building the plate cyl 
inder to bearer level and adding tour- 
thousandths to the blanket evlinder 
packing. ‘This is optional however. 
For our purpose we will divide the 
printing pressure evenly between 
plate and blanket cvlinder. ‘There 
is also a commonly-used press on 
which the manufacturer recommends 
building the plate cylinder ten 


thousandths above bearers.
